V _ ^ •^'8  wth  his  falling  plane  until  it  was  fifty  feet  from 
the  ground,  gave  his  life  today  to  manoeuvre  the 
ship  so  that  it  crashed  clear  of  crowded  barracks,  class- 
rooms and  drill  grounds  at  Camp  Lee. 

The  plane,  on  a training  flight  from  the  nearby  Rich- 
mond air  base,  suddenly  went  into  a dive  over  the  centre 
of  the  camp.  Thousands  of  soldiers  were  drilling  and 
other  thousands  were  in  classrooms  below. 

Camp  Lee  ofneers  said  the  pilot  could  easily  have 
bailed  out  and  saved  himself,  but  he  stayed  with  the  plane 
and  managed  to  crash  it  on  a small  grass  plot  between 
two  buildings  housing  200  men.  Jumping  frwn  fifty  feet, 
the  pilot  was  killed.  The  air  bas«  withheld  his  name  pend- 
ing notification  of  his  nearest  of  kin.

The  first  in  importance  of  what  U known  as 
the  third  division  pf  the  Hebrew  Old  Testament, 
the  Psalms  of  David  are  better  known  In  the 
ChrteUan  world  than  are  many  parts  of  even 
the  New  Testament,- They  are  poesy,  gt  its  best. 
In  rhythmic  measure,  but  unrhymed  verse,  the 
psalmist  Set  down  concepts  that  had  been 
helghienetf  to  the  intensity  of  poetic  fervor,  and 
in  language  that  has  challenged  attention 
throughout  the  centuries.  A particular  tsvoiite 
has  been  the  Twenty-Third  Psalm,  far  the  beauty 
of  ltd  form,  sa  well  m Ui  deep,  underlying 
meaning. 

The  Twenty-Third  P;>alm  was,  anti  is.  a .song 
of  praise.  Its  headnote  stales  that  it  was  written 
to  express  “David's  confidence  in  God's  peace" 
To  It  many  an  individual  has  turned  aince  for 
that  peace,  security  and  quiatude  which  come 
from  the  refreshment  of  the  human  soul.  For 
David  s song  of  praise  was  the  song  of  human 
reliance  upon  Divine  will,  in  the  assurance  that 
peace  ~ lasting,  real  and  imperturbable — would 
ever  be  found  there.
